versus William Wallace Crapo, aged 
sixty-two. The figures tell the story, 
for it is in effect the young Republicans 
who haw grown up since the war against

The latter indeed represents every¬ 
thing old and stanch in Massachusetts, 
t >d both Mdt s ho had ancestors among 
the tir>t pilgrims, and John Russell, one 
of tin in. bought the ancestral form 
from -Captain Miles Stan dish. Other 
pill grim iiiiccstots were the Cookes, 
Slocums and Howlands, but in time a 
branch if the family became Quaker by 
intermarriage anti otherwise, and broke 
away frem the strict Puritans and into 
the New Bedford vicinity.

William Wallace Crapo is the seventh 
in descent from Rufus Crape, founder of 
the family in America, and was bom in 
Dartmouth May 10, 1830, being the only 
son in a family of ten children. His 
father, Hon. Henry Howland Crapo, 
prospered greatly and invested largely 
in Michigan lands, removing to that 
state, of which he finally became govern¬ 
or. The son graduated from Vale and 
was admitted to practice law in 1855, 
and a year later, at the age of twenty- 
Biz, was elected a member of the Massa¬ 
chusetts legislature. After several years 
in law practice and attending to the af¬ 
fairs of liis father s estate Mr. Crapo 
was elected to the Forty-fourth con¬ 
gress and re-elected three times. He 
married a daughter of Mr. George Tap- 
pan. 

During his last term in congress Mr. 
Crapo was put forward by his friends 
for governor, and a majority of the dele¬ 
gates chosen were in his favor, when one 
of those puzzling questions arose which 
so often confront lawmakers; his vote 
was disapproved by many of the dele¬ 
gates, and he was refused the nomination. 
For awhile he was unknown to the pub¬ 
lic, hut his private affairs were so pros¬ 
perous that he was soon worth over a 
million. His reappearance is a good 
siirn. as he is one of those quiet and solid 
men whom Massachusetts usually hon¬ 
ors. His principal fame in congress was 
gained v in ;i ho succeeded Gencr.il Gar¬ 
field at the head of the banking and cur- 
re ih y I rnmittce. and fully sustained the 
reputoh' 'ii of h:s predecessor. 

Henry Cabot Lodge, on the other hand, 
represents all that is new from light 
literature to civil service reform.

After a 
very honorable career in the house and 


in diplomacy he succeeded his father-in- 
law. Senator Bassett, in the United 


States senate in 1804 and remained there 
till 1813. His son, Richard H., served 


six years in the senate, and another son, 
James Ashe ton, served from 1851 to 


1869, and was succeeded by his son, 
Thomas F,

were so warm, even so affectionate, that 
Mr. Gray would not be a candidate for 
the senate till Mr. Bayard had volnntari-
